Our Impressions 


As we statedin last week’s issue we 
returned from attending the Alberta and 
B. C. Press Convention, which was held 
at Nelson on July 25th, 26th and 27th, 
and while perhaps our readers are not so 
much interested in our personal enjoy- 
ment of the trip or the business trans- 
actions at the meetings, we feel that per- 
haps those who have not had the pleas- 
ure of the trip through the beautiful 
Kootenay and Arrowhead lakes would 
like a short description of what we saw 
and our impressions of the country 
through which we traveled. 

Leaving Macleod in the special Pull- 
man sleeper supplied by the courtesy of 
the C. P. R. on Thursday morning, 
July 25th, the trip through the Crow’s 
Nest pass commenced, and the first stop 
of any itnportance was at Frank, Alta., 
the place of the big mountain rock slide. 
The scene on the old townsite is an ex- 
tremely desolate one, thousands of tons 
of big rocks and boulders covering a big 
area and deserted houses inaking a sight 
never to be forgotten after once viewing 
it; but there is a bright side to this des- 
olate one. The people of Frank by their 
pluck have started a new town at some 
distance from the old one which will far 
surpass the old town, The thriving 
towns of Coleman and Cranbrook were 
the next places of importance, and from 
there on the scenery through the moun- 
tains is superb. In places you can 
almost shake hands with the engineer 
from the rear cars and the speed of the 
train with steam shut off and breaks on 
Kootenay Landing was 
our next stop. Here we changed our 
means of transportation to one of the 
splendid lake boats of the C. P. R., the 
“*Kuskanook,’’ and the trip to Nelson 
by boat commenced. The most impor- 
tant point before reaching Nelson is 
Proctor, a cown lying on the flats of the 
Kootenay lake and a big fruit growing 
centre. Nelson was reached on Thurs- 
day night about 8 o'clock and the party 
was taken in charge at once by Mr. W.

In spite of the lateness of the 
hour a business meeting of the sssocia- 
tion was held at the City Hall where 
Mayor Annabel gave an address of wel- 
come, after which the officers for the 
year were chowen, Mr, M. R. Jennings 
of the Edmonton Journal was elected 
president and Mr. C. F. Hayes of the 
Edmonton Bulletin, Sec.-Treas., and 
Edmonton was decided on as the next 
meeting place. 

Friday morning was taken up with a 
meeting and at noon the members were 
entertained at luncheon at the Strath- 
cona hotel by the Nelson Canadian Club. 
In the afternoon the members and their 
ladies entrained for Bonnington Falls 
and the Slocan fishing pools. Here is 
where the party began to see the splen- 
did possibilities of Nelson and the sur- 
rounding district. Bonnington Falls 
supplies the whole Kootenay district 
with electric power and they are big 
enough to supply a city of the size of 
New York, the electric plant being one 
of the largest on the North American 
continent. Continuing on down the 
line for about two miles Slocan lake is 
reached and the delegates with the 
ladies were entertained at the C. P. R. 
chalet, Creel Lodge, the men being sup- 
plied with fishing rods, bait, boats and 
guides and taken out to the foot of the 
falls for an enjoyable afternoon's fishing 
trip, which resulted in a fine catch of 
rainbow trout. Just here we wish to 
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thank Mr. C. Paddy of Slocan, who had 
c) arge of the boat, in which were Mr. 

F. Hayes, Edmonton; Mr Galbraith, 
Red Deer News, and the writer, for his 
extremely kind nssistance to us on the 
trip, Mr. Galbraith having caught the 
largest fish in the party, a trout weigh- 
ing about three pounds, The ladies 
were entertained by the members of the 
Lodge at a pink tea and taken around 
and shown the sights. Back to Nelson, 
smoker at night at the Nelson Yacht 
Club house, the ladies being treated to 
a splendid reception at the Strathcona 
Hotel. 

Saturday the C. P. R._ steamer, 
“*Moyie,’’ was chartered and the dele- 
gates were taken to Kaslo where the 
Board of Trade and public had arranged 
9 fourteen course banquet which would 
do credit to a town five times the size of 
Kaslo. At this function the ladies of 
Kaslo paid a pretty compliment to the 
ladies of the party by presenting each of 
them with a pretty wicker work basket 
filled with great big luscious cherries 
and flowers grown in the town. After 
the banquet conveyances were supplied 
and the party were taken out to the 
fruit ranches where they were given 
cart blanche amongst the cherry, apple 
pear and raspberry trees and, believe us, 
what those trees suffered from the raid 
of fruit hungry press and newspaper 
men and women from the baldheaded 
prairie would be shameful to report. 
Kaslo is one of nature’s beauty spote 
lying as it does on a plateau on the side 
of the Inke and surrounded on its land 
side by hundreds of fruit ranches. It 
was hard to break away, the people of 
this little town were so kind and 
thoughtful for the pleasure of our party. 
Leaving Kaslo the next place of interest |, 
at which we stopped was the famous 
Riondel Blue Bell silver and lead mine. 
Here the party were taken in charge by 
the management of the mines, who first 
supplied us with candles and then took 
us into the bowels of the earth where the 
miners were seen at work—a sight never 
to be forgotten by those who had the 
privilege of seeing it. It is an impossi- 
bility to give a description of this mine 
in the small space at our command, 
suffice it to say that if our readers ever 
have a chance to visit this wonderful 
country they should not come away 
without seeing one of the biggest indus- 
tries of B. C. From the mines the party 
again entered the boat, and after an 
hour or two riding on the lake we came 
to the big C. P. RK. tourist hotel, the 
‘*Kootenay,’’ at Balfour, opposite Proc- 
ter. Here the party landed and were 
taken up to the hotel for a splendid ban- 
quet tendered by the Nelson Board of 
Trade.  Wovds fail usin trying to de- 
scribe this hotel. It was opened last 
May and is the last word in hotel con- 
struction with its immense rooms and 
halls and spacious big verandah and its 
elevation of from two to three hundred 
feet above the lake, which helps to eet 
off ite imposing outside grandeur. If 
you ever are able to travel this way, be 
sure and make it a point to visit this 
palatial hostelry. It was a fitting climax 
to the convention that a dinner such as 
this in thie splendid place should be 
given, and all those who had the privi- 
lege of attending it will remember it as 
long as life laste as one df the most en- 
joyable of their lives.
